BYE-LAWS— REGULATION OF FLOUR MILLS 


S.R.O. 97, dated 10th Mar. 1961. — The following bye-laws for the control and 
supervision of Flour Mills in the Shahjahunpur Cantonment made by the Canton- 
ment Board, Shahjahanpur, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (17) of 
Section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby 
published for general information, the same having been previously published 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required 
by sub-section (I) of section 284 of the saia Act, namely. 

I 

BYE-LAWS 

1. In these bye-laws “Flour Mill 1 ’ means any mill manufacturing Flour, Atta, 
Sattu, Besan or Rice which is run by electricity or oil. 

2. No new Flour Mill shall be established except in places approved by the 
Cantonment Board. 

3. No person shall establish or maintain a flour mill except under a license 
in the form annexed to these bye-laws issued by the Board. 

4. The building or premises in which a flour mill is proposed to be installed 
shall be: — 

(i) at a reasonable distance (in case of public latrine at a distance of not 

less than 30 yards) from any place which given out offensive smell 
such as latrines, and cesspits, as may be fixed by the Cantonment 
Board in each case; 

(ii) a solid structureablfc to withstand the vibration of the engine, with 

adequate space for fixing a dynamo or engine in a railed enclosure; 

(iii) paved with concrete or cement; and 

(iv) having one feet high cement plaster on the walls with a suitable roof 

properly ventilated and lighted. 
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5. The mill shall grind only articles of food which are properly cleaned. 

6. The machinery shall be fixed on a concrete foundation away from the walls 
of the building in such a manner that the vibrations of the machine do not affect 
the building. 

7. In case of machines run by oil, there shall bo a proper silencer to abate noise 
and also a chimney of adequate height to eliminate smoke nuisance to neighbours. 

8. The mill shall at any time be opened for inspection by the officers and 
servants of the board who are authorised to do so, 

9. The premises, apparatus and the containers used, shall be kept scrupulously 
■clean and the personnel working therein shall be inoculated and certified as free 
from any contagious disease by the Medical Officer, Cantonment Hospital, 


10. Application for the license referred to in bye-law 3 shall be made in 
writing to the Executive Officer in the form annexed to these bye-laws. Along- 
with the application referred to above a plan in duplicate showing the following 
details shall be attached: — 

(a) Site Plan. 

(b) Specification of foundation. 

(c) Plan of building and location of engine. 

(d) Horse power of the engine and motive power. 

11. In so far the existing Mills are concerned they shall apply for and obtain 
licenses under these bye-laws within 3 months from the date on which these 
bye-laws come into force. The Cantonment Board may reject such applications 
for license if the Cantonment Board is satisfied that the provisions of bye-laws 5 
to 9 are not complied with. 


12. All licenses granted under these bye-laws shall be valid for a year or part 
thereof ending with 31st March every year and subject to the provisions of these 
bye-laws may be renewed by the Cantonment Board from time to time for like 
periods. 

13. No flour mill shall be f worked during the period 6 P.M, to 5 A.M. 


14. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine which 
may extend to one hundred rupees and in the case of a continuing contravention 
with an additional fine which may extend to ten rupees for every day after the 
first day during which the failure or contravention has been persisted in. 


15. If the holder of a license commits a breach of these bye-laws license 
.shall be liable to cancellation by the Cuntonment Board and shall not be renewed 
until such time as he has carried out the orders of the Executive Officer, to his 
satisfaction.

S.R.O. 104, dated 15th Mar, 1961. — The following amendments made by the

— In exercise of the powers conferred bv the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating the recruitment to the post of Laboratory Attendant ( Class IV, 
Non-Gazetted) in Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations, 
namely: — 

1. Short title ■ — These rules mav be called the Armed Forces Headquarters 

(Recruitment for the post of Laboratory Attendant Class IV, Non- 
Gazetted) Rules, 1961. 

2. Application .— These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post specified 

in column 1 of the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Classification and scale, of pay . — The classification and scale of pay 

attached thereto shall he as specified in columns 3 and 4 of the said 
Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification ,? — The method 

of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said 
Schedule, provided the upper age limit specified for direct recruit- 
ment may he relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the 
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Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes or displaced persons and other 
special categories in accordance with the general orders issued from 
time to time by the Government of India. 

5. Disqualifications . — No made candidate who has more than one wife living 
and no female candidate who has married a person having already 
a wife living shall be eligible for appointment to the post: 

Provided that the Government of India may if it is satisfied that there 
exist special grounds for doing so exempt any such candidate from 
the operation of this rule.
